INTO THE PAST 


G Historical Sketch of Oshawa 


Oshawa in this year of 1949 is celebrat- 
ing its Silver Jubilee as a city. The com- 
munity to which former residents have 
come back in their thousands to join in 
the Old Home Week celebration of the 
25th Anniversary of their city is today a 
thriving and progressive industrial city. 
But behind it is a long and honored his- 
tory. The name “Oshawa” by which it is 
known the world over is just a little over 
one hundred years old. Going back over 
that century of steady progress, accentu- 
ated by the great industrial progress of 
the 20th Century, reveals a story in which 
the personalities of capable and public- 
spirited citizens have been woven into the 
history of a growing community. The city 
of today is a tribute to the hardy pion- 
eers, the men of vision and business abili- 
ty who built the foundations for the suc- 
cess and prosperity of the community, the 
men to whom the generation of today 
owes a debt of gratitude for having built 
so well. 


FIRST INHABITED IN 1750 


The first recorded habitation of white 
men in the Oshawa district dates back to 
1750, when a French trading post was es- 
tablished at the mouth of what is known 
today as the Oshawa Creek. It passed 
away after the British conquest of Can- 
ada, and the district remained undisturbed 
by the white man until 1798, when the 
new Kingston Road, projected by Govern- 
or Simcoe, was surveyed through the 
centre of the city of today. Close on the 
heels of that came the first settlement. 


FIRST WHITE SETTLER 


The first white settler in the district, 
although not within the area which is now 
the city of Oshawa, was Benjamin Wilson, 
who came with his family from Vermont 
and settled just east of the present har- 
bour. His first dwelling was a log cabin 
which had been used by the French trad- 
ers before Wolfe and Moncalm died on the 
Plains of Abraham in 1759, and there he 
lived until he built a house on the land 
on which he settled. No trace of the orig- 
inal log cabin or of the Wilson house is 
left today, nor is there any trace of the 
log dwelling built a short time afterwards 
by Roger Conant, who came from Massa- 
chusetts and was the ancestor of the Con- 
ant family which has made a notable con- 
tribution to the building up of Oshawa. 


Following the Wilson family’s arrival 
in the district, other settlers followed, in- 
cluding the Pickell and Annis families, 
after the latter of which the creek run- 
ning into the harbor was named Annis 
Creek. Several families of United Em- 
pire Loyalist came to the district, and in 


ie 


1825 the first mill, now referred to as the 
Old Mill, was built on King Street. In 
1837, the growing community became 
known as Skea’s Corners, being named af- 
ter the owner of a general store built at 
the corner of Simcoe Street and the King- 
ston Road, now King Street. 


NAME “OSHAWA” ADOPTED 


In 1842, the growth of the community 
warranted the placing of a Post Office in 
the community, and it was then that it 
was given the name of Oshawa, an Indian 
word signifying the ford or crossing of a 
stream. The population was growing, and 
the need for educational facilities became 
apparent. There were two small schools 
in the district, but in 1847 a site for a 
school on Centre Street was bought for 
$75 and the old Centre Street School built 
on it. That old school, incidentally, was 
in service until 1928, when it was demol- 
ished to make room for the present Cen- 
tre Street School, built on that same $75 
site. 


In 1854, Oshawa was incorporated as a 
village and two years later, the Grand 
Trunk Railway came to it, giving it rail- 
way communication with the outside 
world. At the time of Confederation, in 
1867, it had a population of 3,500. Early 
industries in the town were the Cedar 
Dale Manufacturing Works, which later 
became the Ontario Malleable Iron Com- 
pany, founded in 1867, and the John Hall 
Engine Works, which used power develop- 
ed from the Oshawa Creek. 


McLAUGHLINS COME TO OSHAWA 


The finest stroke of business to touch 
Oshawa came in 1877, when the late Rob- 
ert McLaughlin moved the McLaughlin 
Carriage Company from Enniskillen and 
founded the plant which was the forerun- 
ner of the McLaughlin Motor Car Com- 
pany, formed in 1904, which later becanie 
the General Motors of Canada, Limited. 
The story of this company is given else- 
where in this booklet, so it need not be 
dealt with further here. 


In 1894, the Oshawa Railway, serving 
the city with both freight and passenger 
service was built, and in 1912, the trans- 
portation facilities were added to further 
when the Canadian Pacific Railway was 
connected with the town. Oshawa had 
been incorporated as a town in 1879, with 
a population of 4,200, and had continued 
to make growth and progress. In 1904, it 
was provided with a waterworks and sew- 
age system. In 1910, the Oshawa General 
Hospital was established. In 1911, the

first stretch of pavement in the town was 
laid. 


In 1928, the area of the town was en- 
larged by the annexation of Cedardale, 
which paved the way for the incorporation 
of Oshawa as a city on March 8, 1924. 


A CITY IN 1924 


Since it became a city in 1924, Oshawa 
has made its greatest progress. At that 
time it had a population of 16,639, and it 
grew very repidly until it reached a mark 
of close to 30,000 within the city limits, 
with an overflow of five or six thousand in 
the adjacent areas of East Whitby Town- 
ship of Westmount, Harmony and North 
Oshawa. 


Located strategically within easy dis- 
tance of the capital of. Ontario, and sur- 
rounded by some of the finest agricultur- 
al land in Southern Ontario, Oshawa is in 
the enviable position of having plenty of 
room to expand. At the present time, 
proposals are going forward for the an- 
nexation of part of East Whitby Town- 
ship to bring within the city limits the 
suburban area.which now houses so many 
of those who earn their livelihood in the 
Motor City. The present area of Oshawa 
stands at 3,585 acres. the same as it was 
when it became a city twenty-five years 
ago. In 1924, there were roughly 4,000 
homes in the city. Today the number ex- 
ceeds 7,000. plus some seventy-five cot- 
tages occupied along the lake front. In 
1924, the building permits issued in Osha- 
wa were valued at approximatelv $750,000. 
In 1948, they came close to $2.500,000, and 
already there are indications that this fig- 
ure will be far outstripped in 1949. As- 
sessment of the city has increased from 
$10,017,000 in 1923, just before it became 
a city, to over $33,200,000. 


FORWARD STEPS 


Many are the strides that the city has 
made since its incorporation. The first 
street paving program was put into effect 
in 1911, when parts of Simcoe and King 
Streets in the centre of the city were pav- 
ed. Since that date more and more 
streets within the city limits have been 
paved until there are now more than 34 
miles of paved streets in Oshawa. A sew- 
er extension program has been carried 
out yearly, and at present time plans are 
being prepared for a modern sewage dis- 
posal plant. 


Health and public health nursing serv- 
ices have showed great expansion. The 
Oshawa General Hospital has had several 
additions and new wings added to it, and 
it is today a splendidly-equipped modern 
hospital serving in an admirable way the 
needs of the city and the surrounding dis- 
trict. Protection services have been ex- 


panded. In 1924, the police force consist- 
ed of Police Chief Owen D. Friend, one 
sergeant and five constables. Now the 
force numbers 31, and is equipped with 
cruiser cars and two-way short wave ra- 
dio. The fire department has increased 
from five permanent men and thirteen 
volunteers in 1925 to 45 full time firemen 
on the force now. 


FINE RETAIL BUSINESS SECTION 


With its growth in other directions, 
Oshawa has built up a splendid business 
section, with handsome retail stores to 
meet all the needs of the population of a 
busy and growing community. With mod- 
ern store fronts. the latest in interior fix- 
tures and arrangements, Oshawa’s retail 
business section has a very attractive ap- 
pearance. Ten year ago the old street 
cars were abandoned and a fast and ex- 
tensive bus service now serves all sec- 
tions of the city. 


Industrially, Oshawa has grown at a 
great rate, and it is now a flourishing 
manufacturing centre, in which the needs 
and problems are well taken care of by 
effective union organizations in practical- 
ly all of the plants in the city. This union 
development has had the effect of improv- 
ing greatly the working conditions and 
standards of living of the industrial em- 
ployees of the community.

EDUCATION IN OSHAWA 


The city of Oshawa has provided in 
splendid manner for the educational needs 
of its young people. In both elementary 
and setondary education, the facilities of 
education are of the most modern type. 
The pride of the city, educationally, is the 
Oshawa Collegiate and Vocational Insti- 
tute, one of the finest of its kind in the 
province of Ontario, and providing an ex- 
cellent academic and vocational education 
under the leadership of Principal A. E. 
O’Neill. 

In Oshawa there are eight splendid 
public schools, with three more in the sub- 
urban area immediately adjacent to the 
city. As the city has grown, the educa- 


tional facilities have kept pace with its 
growth. At present there is being built 
a collegiate institute on South Simcoe 
Street, to take care of the needs of the 
southern section of the city. In the near 
future, provision will have to be made for 
another public school to serve the north- 
western section of Oshawa, which has de- 
veloped rapidly in the postwar years. 


Oshawa’s educational life is in the 
hands. of an elective Board of Education, 
and it has been fortunate in having a 
splendid type of public-spirited citizen 
serving this board down through the 
years. 


OSHAWA PUBLIC UTILITIES 


Oshawa is a fortunate community in 
having ample supplies of electric power, 
sixty cycle, at very favorable rates, and 
an excellent and adequate water supply, 
with modern equipment for distribution. 
The present-day electric supply was insti- 
tuted by the Hydro-Electric Power Com- 
mission of Ontario, but in 1929, by a vote 
of the ratepayes of the city, it was decid- 
ed to take over the power distribution 
system as a public utility, governed by the 
Public Utilities Commission. The first 
Commission was elected at the beginning 
of 1930, and since then this body has been

in charge of the operation of the power 
distribution of the city. 


The waterworks of Oshawa were install- 
ed in 1904, and were administered by the 
Water Board of Commissioners, which 
continued to function until 1929, when it 
was absorbed into the new Public Utilities 
Commission. 


Under the managership of George 
Shreve, and with an elected commission 
directing the affairs of these two utilities, 
Oshawa’s electric and water supplies are 
efficiently and economically managed, and 
the success of the local system is a source 
of pride to all citizens.

by the construction of a new four-lane 
highway from Toronto to Oshawa, as a 
link with the capital of the Province, and 
plans are under preparation to extend 
this new highway to the east. The de- 
velopment of the Oshawa Airport, used 
as a flying school for the R.C.A.F. in 
World War II, as a commercial air field, 
has given Oshawa a new means of air 
communication which will be of growing 
importance as the years go by. 


Many other new features have been 
added to the city’s life in the last 25 
years, including the splendid Hotel Gen- 
osha, the artificial] ice arena, the new Civic 
Memorial Stadium, and two new motion 
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picture theatres. It is splendidly served 
with churches of all the prominent denom- 
inations and creeds, and its service clubs, 
Rotary, Kiwanis, Kinsmen, Lions, B’Nai 
B’Rith and the Canadian Legion, are ren- 
dering great services to the community. 
As a post war development, the Communi- 
ty Recreation, with a splendid building on 
Gibbs Street, is making a great contribu- 
tion to the recreational life of the city. 


Yes, Oshawa has grown steadily and 
surely, and it is still growing in every 
aspect of its community life. With a 
proud record behind it, Oshawa is looking 
forward to the future for even bigger 
and better things.

GEORGE W. GARNER 


Our City has progressed rapidly, par- 
ticularly along the industrial lines during 
the past decade and as a result the City 
Councils throughout this time have kept 
pace with Municipal Services, which 
makes the City particularly attractive to 
prospective industries who desire to lo- 
cate in an area ready-made and happy to 
receive them. Low taxes, and abundance 
of water and electricity, highway, rail- 
way and water-borne facilities together 
with a fully equipped airfield adjacent to 
to the City are some of the things that 
make Oshawa attractive to industries. 
Ours is a City where labor is comfortably 
housed and happy in their routine of liv- 
ing. It is a City where education facili- 
ties are ideal and general living conditions 
are good. 


Established in 1752 


Oshawa was first established in 1752 as 
a French trading post, and in 1793 Gov- 
ernor Simcoe planned the road between 
Kingston and Toronto for military pur- 
poses. At that time Oshawa was known 
as Skea’s Corners. 

In 1842 it was incorporated as a village, 
at which time the name was changed to 
Oshawa. This name was suggested by 


Indians and it means “The Place of 
Crossing”. In 1887 it was incorporated 
as a town and was created a city with a 
population of 15,200 in 1924. 


Rapid Population Growth 


The population growth has been very 
rapid since Oshawa became a city. The 
present population of the city proper is 
approximately 29,000; these figures do not 
include Westmount, the suburb on the 
-west side or Harmony on the east, and 
North Oshawa. These suburbs together 
with the city proper bring the population 
figures up to well over 35,000. 


Early Industries 


In the early years the village shipped 
grain and cattle from the farm hinterland 
to the north. It had a fairly good harbor 
and lake boats used to come in; however, 
it was not until the Ontario Malleable 
Iron was established in 1872 that any 
promise of industrial growth was mani- 
fested. Six years later the McLaughlin 
Carriage Works was founded. This was 
a momentous year for our City as was 
later proved when the Carriage Works 
progressed with the times to the manufac- 
ture of motor cars. In 1919 the McLaugh- 
lin Carriage Company became General 
Motors of Canada. 

After the establishing of these two 
companies the City soon became devoted 
to manufacturing in the foundry and 
metal working fields. 

The growth of a skilled labor reserve 
other industries were attracted to the 
area. The result of this is that Oshawa 
now has twenty-five (25) or more major 
industries, and about ten (10) minor ones 
with a total employment of approximately 
16,000 people, and an annual payroll that 
runs well into the millions of dollars. 


Largest Employer 


The largest employer of labor is Gen- 
eral Motors with around 6200 employees, 
while a few other industries employ 
around seven and eight hundred. 

The list of manufactured articles pro- 
duced by our local industries is most tm- 
pressive varying from pharmaceuticals, 
foundry products, builders’ products, autos 
and trucks, auto springs, auto bumpers, 
and parts, safety glass, plastics and fiber- 
glas, metal roofing, culverts, metal lath,

leather, woollen underwear, furniture, to 
the very latest in women’s sportswear and 
women’s beachwear and swim suits. 


One of the fastest growing industries 
in Oshawa at the present time is a furni- 
ture manufacturing company. This Com- 
pany started out with five employees, two 
years ago and today, it employs over sixty 
some people. It has been stated by the 
owner that by this coming Fall they will 
be employing around one hundred and fif- 
ty (150) people. Their product is known 
from coast to coast in Canada, and we in 
the Chamber of Commerce are now help- 
ing them with their export problems. 


War Industries 


Oshawa’s record in the manufacture of 
war materials is most impressive. Gen- 
eral Motors alone, turned out one third of 
all mechanized military vehicles. While 
in the same period the Robson Leather 
Company turned out practically all the 
leather used in the manufacture of mili- 
tary shoes. The Pedlar People after build- 
ing a new plant turned out millions of 
shell cases as well as numerous sheet met- 
al articles for war vehicles, and tool boxes 
for the Army and Air Force. The Fit- 
tings Limited and the Ontario Malleable 
Iron Company also did their share as well 
in supplying war materials. 


Our city has not forgotten the 30’s, and 
to ensure that lay-offs in one industry 
should never create such wide spread un- 
employment again in the event of a re- 
cession, the utmost encouragement has 
been given to the development of diversi- 
fied industry. There is not a week that 
passes without an enquiry from some in- 
dustry that is considering expansion and 
establishment in Oshawa or district. We 
have been very fortunate in having a very 
fine connection with the Department of 
Planning and Development in Toronto 
with the result that we have interviewed 
numerous English manufacturers wishing 
to locate in Ontario as well as U.S. and 
Canadian manufacturers. 


Power An Attraction 


One of Oshawa’s attractions to industry 
is the fact that we have 60 cycle power 
while Toronto and other cities to the west 
are served with 25 cycle power. 


This helps considerably. When manu- 
facturers located in the States and most 
Canadian cities are thinking of expansion 
they naturally look for a location that is 
served with 60 cycle power. This is one 
reason why the Industrial Development 
Board and the Department of Planning 
and Development, for the Province of On- 
tario has referred visiting manufacturers 
to Oshawa and the surrounding area. 


One of the obstacles in getting indus- 
tries to locate here is the fact that we 
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have no manufacturing floor space for 
rental. We hope before summer to have 
15 to 20,000 square feet of good manu- 
facturing floor space available. 


Fine Industrial Area 


We have, however, one of the finest in- 
dustrial areas of any city in Canada. This 
property is down by the harbour, in fact 
2672 acres borders on the harbour, while 
some 150 acres is directly north. This 
property can be serviced very easily by 
the railway coming off Simcoe Street as 
well as the steam railway line running to 
the north. 


Property to the west of this area on 
Simcoe Street is being reserved for homes 
for workers employed in the industries we 
hope to have located in this area. 


_A very important factor affecting our 
city’s recent development has been the 
opening of the dual-lane highway which 
now runs from Toronto to Oshawa. This 
new highway has made possible a heavier 
concentration of traffic than ever before. 


Harbor Development 


Before and during the War the Oshawa 
Harbor was developed considerably, with 
the result, today, ships drawing as high 
as twenty-two feet of water can enter 
the harbor. 


Plans are under way for further im- 
provements and it is hoped that this may 
become one of the most active ports on 
Lake Ontario with bulk lake-shipping and 
packaged freight of industrial products 
sent from Oshawa to the head of the 
Lakes and other convenient points. Lake 
going freighters of all descriptions call at 
Oshawa Harbor and a very large tonnage 
of coal and fuel oil is delivered here, an- 
nually. The Harbor is also served by the 
Oshawa Electric Railway which provides 
an added facility for industry. 


The latest figures available on imports 
via our Harbor is $17,870 and $8,000,000 
of exports. These figures are on a yearly 

asis. 


I doubt very much whether the people 
of this City realize the importance of this 
splendid harbor. 


One of the things that helps to sell our 
city industrially is the fact that we have 
a Municipal Airport one mile from our 
city limits. It is, at the present time, 
operated by the Ontario County Flying 
Club where flights are available by ar- 
rangement, to anywhere in Ontario. With- 
in a matter of minutes a passenger reach- 
es Malton, the centre of air traffic in 
Ontario, where American Airlines and 
Trans-Canada Airlines operate a joint 
service. Part of the work on our airport

Oshawa and the McLaughlins agreed with 
each other. 


The company expanded rapidly; new 
lines were added, thanks to the elder Mc- 
Laughlin’s foresight; and soon there were 
branch distribution points right across 
Canada, 


ADVENT OF THE AUTOMOBILE 


All went well, but soon after the turn 
of the century, the first automobiles be- 
gan to appear. Initial impulse of the 
carriage industry was to ignore the new- 
comer or to regard it as a passing fad 
and nothing more—but not so Robert 
McLaughlin’s sons, “R.S.”’ and George. 


As they watched the first, wheezing, 
horseless carriage rattle past their office, 
they recognized at once its possibilities 
as an almost limitless transportation me- 
dium. By 1907 they were ready. The 
first Oshawa-built car, the famed Mce- 
Laughlin Buick Model F, took to the high- 
way. Built by the McLaughlins, it was 
powered by a Buick engine. 


Now there followed a brief period when 
it seemed as if the carriage and auto bus- 
inesses might be carried on side by side 
in harmony, but within a few years it be- 
came apparent that the carriage industry 
must give way. It was a difficult decision 
to reach, but R.S. and brother George 
realized that a new era had come. 


In 1915, the younger McLaughlins con- 
cluded an agreement for the manufacture 
in Canada of the Chevrolet “490”—the 
Bee destined to capture the low price 
field. 


With its entire facilities devoted to 
motor car manufacture, the McLaughlin 
plant expanded rapidly and more and 
more workers were necessary to fill the 
demand for the new product, which car- 
ried with it the same tradition of excel- 
lence as the Oshawa-built carriages. 


GENERAL MOTORS OF CANADA LTD. 


Finally, in 1918, the McLaughlin car 
companies were centralized in the new 
organization, General Motors of Canada 
Limited, and R. 8. McLaughlin and his 
brother George were asked to operate the 
new company. 


The years immediately following the 
first war saw swift development—the er- 
ection of new plant units and office build- 
ings; the addition of Pontiac and Olds- 
mobile to the lines produced; establish- 
ment of the Windsor engine plant in 1928; 
the all-time production high of the same 
year which saw 104,000 cars built at 
Oshawa; and the swift growth of an

aggressive sales department which cap- 
tured the Canadian car market for GM 
and forged a strong dealer organization 
from cost to coast. Today, two out of 
every five new cars on the nation’s high- 
ways are Oshawa products. 


ONE MILLION CARS BY 1938 


By 1938, one million cars had been 
built at Oshawa. In the same year, at 
the request of Canadian army officials, 
GM built and tested a number of combat 
vehicles at Oshawa. When the flood of 
wartime orders came, GM was ready. 


Civilian passenger car production came 
to a final halt, early in 1942, and the big 
Oshawa plant and those at Windsor and 
Regina found themselves on a full war- 
time basis. From then until V-J Day,

GM of Canada built hundreds of thous- 
ands of assorted weapons—military ve- 
hicles of all kinds, Oerlikon gun mounts, 
six-pounder and machine guns, Mosquito 
fuselages, to name but a few. All of 
them bore the stamp of the GM crafts- 
men. 


Reconversion was achieved in record 
time after Victory and since that time, 
the production rate has been increasing 
steadily to meet the greatest demand for 
new cars and trucks in all automotive 
history. 

In Oshawa today, the new craftsmen 
build the best in automotive vehicles, 
where once the finest carriages and 
sleighs took shape. 

The old tradition goes on.

that was promised by the Federal Govern- 
ment has already been started, that is the 
lengthening of the runways, which will 
permit larger planes to land; however, 
there is a lot of work to be undertaken 
yet, by the Federal Government in mak- 
ing our airport one of the finest in the 
country, and if present promises hold out 
this work should be completed during the 
current year. 


For a 
city of its size Oshawa has comparatively 
few apartment blocks and approximately 
65 per cent of the citizens own their 
homes and as a city we can boast more 
than 80 miles of paved and gravel streets 
and tree shaded boulevards.

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OSHAWA'S WARTIME RECORD 


In two world wars, the First World War 
from 1914 to 1918, and the Second World 
War from 1939 to 1945; Oshawa has play- 
ed a distinguished part and the city’s 
sons and daughters have added to the 
laurels of their community by their 
splendid services in the cause of freedom 
and liberty. It would take a volume by 
itself to record all of Oshawa’s contribu- 
tion to the war effort in these two wars. 
All that can be recorded here are some 
of the highlights of the wartime record 
of the city. 


World War I 


In World War I, the major military ef- 
fort of Oshawa centred around the 34th 
Regiment, Ontario County’s historic mili- 
tary unit. This regiment formed the nu- 
cleus for the enlistment and training of 
thousands of young men who served 
with distinction on the fighting fronts of 
France and Belgium. The 2nd and 21st 
Battalions of the Canadian Expedition- 
ary Force contained drafts of young men 
from Oshawa. The 116th Battalion, 
raised and trained in Oshawa and other 
focal points in Ontario County, went 
overseas aS a unit and served on the 
battle fronts of Europe right through the 
final victory in 1918. It returned to Osh- 
awa as a unit in the spring of 1919, and 
was given a glorious welcome home by 
the people of the city. 


In addition, hundreds of young men 
from Oshawa served in other units of 
the armed forces. Many were members 
of the Cobourg Heavy Battery. Others 
were in the Royal Flying Corps. But all 
of them brought honor and glory to them- 
selves and to their city. Many paid the 
Supreme sacrifice, and their memory is 
immortalized in the city’s beautiful Gar- 
den of the Unforgotten in Memorial 


Park. 
World War II 


Distinguished service of an even more 
comprehensive character was rendered by 
the young men and women of Oshawa in 
World War II. The Ontario Regiment 
had been established as a tank regiment 
prior to the beginning of that war, and 
in September, 1939, it was immediately 
mobilized, and was organized as_ the 
11th Canadian Armored Regiment of the 
Ist Canadian Armored Brigade. It went 
overseas as a unit, and served with great 
distinction in the campaigns in Sicily, 
Italy, France, Holland, Belgium and Ger- 
many right through to the end of the 
war. This unit made a magnificent 
record for itself in all of these campaigns, 
and many of its officers, N.C.O.’s and men 
received decorations for their valiant ser- 
vices in the hard-fought battles of the 
war. 


At home, the Reserve unit of the On- 
tario Regiment was an active factor in 
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keeping a steady flow of reinforcements 
going forward to the fighting regiments. 
As recruits came forward, they were giv- 
en intensive training, and in turn, made 
their contribution to the cause of victory. 


With the expansion of the Royal Can- 
adian Air Force, the Oshawa Airport was 
taken over by the air force as an element- 
ary training school, and the air force blue 
became a familiar uniform on the streets 
of the city as the young airmen, in their 
thousands, underwent some of their basic 
training at this school. This gave the citi- 
zens of Oshawa a special interest in the 
Air Force, and as a result the citizens 
adopted what became known as the Osha- 
wa Chadburn Squadron of the R.C.A.F., 
and kept that squadron, led by Squadron 
Leader Lloyd Chadburn, who paid the su- 
preme sacrifice after a distinguished car- 
eer, supplied with comforts and necessi- 
ties while on active service. 


Many Oshawa lads served in the Royal 
Canadian Navy, and the citizens of Osha- 
wa were proud to adopt H.M.C.S. Oshawa 
as a special responsibility duing the war 
years, and sent many shipments of com- 
forts and other supplies to the crew of 
that vessel which bore the city’s name 
with honor and glory. 

Hundreds of Oshawa’s young men Serv- 
ed in other branches of the armed serv- 
ices. Many were in the R.C.E.M.E. Army 
Workshops. The 4th Field Regiment of 
the R.C.A. included many Oshawa boys in 
one of its batteries. Regiments like the 
Queen’s Own Rifles and the 48th High- 
landers of Toronto had a large quota of 
Oshawa men in their ranks. 


The young women of Oshawa, too, re- 
sponded to the call, and many of them en- 
listed and served both in Canada and over- 
seas as members of the Canadian Wo- 
men’s Army Corps, The Women’s Division 
of the R.C.A.F. and the Canadian Wo- 
men’s naval services. 


On the Home Front 


On the home front, the people of Osha- 
wa made a great industrial contribution 
to Canada’s war effort. Early in the war, 
the whole resources and manufacturing 
facilities of General Motors of Canada 
were turned over for the production of 
war vehicles, tanks, aeroplane bodies and 
many other types of war materials. The 
500,000th war vehicle produced in Canada 
was turned out by General Motors. Other 
local industries also turned their plants 
over to war production, producing many 
types of munitions and armaments of war, 
and giving splendid support to the young 
men and women of the city who had join- 
ed the armed forces of the country. 

Local groups formed organizations for 
special wartime services. The Red Cross
